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FATE OF 21,000,000 VOTES. 


W hether 21,000,000 American women may exercise the right 
of suffrage in the presidential election next November is expect ed 
to be determined today, when the District of Columbia supreme 
court hears an application for an injunction to restrain the effec­ 
tiveness o f the nineteenth amendment, which still lacks favorable 
action by one state legislature in order to become a law. 
If the 
court grants the injunction, practically all hope for women going 
going to the polls in the national election will be lost, for there will 
be no chance of setting the injunction aside before November 2 
The injunction, if granted, will re train Secretary of State 
Colby from declaring the federal amendment ratified by the re­ 
quired three-fourths of the states providing another legislature, 
making 86 in all, expresses itself in favor of votes for women lie- 
fore election day. The decision, irrespective of whether it is favor­ 
able or unfavorable to the suffrage cause, will be appea'ed. 
How­ 
ever, a victory for the an ti-suffragists today would mean the 
amendment would tx* held in abeyance until after the November 
emotion, for the supreme court will recess on October 15. 
So 
many cases have been assigned for argument as to cause a delay 
of several months in reaching an appeal on the suffrage dispute. 
Fight reasons for an injunction have been set forth by the 
anti-suffragists. 
Hut one is regarded as dangerous by the suf­ 
frage leaders. 
It is the contention that the W est Virginia ratifi­ 
cation, which followed a spectacu'ar fight in which an airplane 
was usi-d to carry a state senator from a western state to Char­ 
leston to*enable him to vote for the amendment, is invalid. 
It is 
maintained the legislature acted illegally in ejecting Senator Mont­ 
gomery from his sent by a majority vote because he no longer 
resided in his district. 
It is set forth that the W est Virginia con­ 
stitution expressly provides for ejection only by two-thirds vote. 
And while the issuance of the injunction would prevent effec­ 
tiveness of the Susan B. Anthony amendment although the thirty- 
sixth state should ratify before November, at least 11,000,000 of 
the 21,000,000 women affected by such a ruling would still have 
the right to vote by reason of the fact that they live in states 
which have given presideniiil suffrage to women by state law. 
Ohio women are especially interested in the supreme court 
case, for, although the Buckeye state has enacted the Reynolds 
presidential suffrage m e a s u r e , a referendum has delayed its effec­ 
tiveness until after November. 
And women in this stale will not 
go to the polls on presidential election day unless the suffragists

W hether 21,000,000 American women may exercise the right 
of suffrage in the presidential election next November is expected 
to be determined today, when the District of Columbia supreme 
court hears an application for an injunction to restrain the effec­ 
tiveness of the nineteenth amendment, which still lacks favorable 
action by one state legislature in order to become a law. 
If the 
court grants the injunction, practically all hope for women going 
going to the polls in the national election will be lost, for there will 
be no chance of setting the injunction aside before November 2 
The injunction, if granted, will restrain Secretary of State 
Colby from declaring the federal amendment ratified by the rc- 
; quired three-fourths of the states providing another legislature, 
making IIG in all, expresses itself in favor of votes for women be­ 
fore election day. The decision, irrespective of whether it is favor­ 
able or unfavorable to the suffrage cause, will be appea'ed. 
How­ 
ever, a victory for the anti suffragists today would mean the 
amendment would be held in abeyance until after the November 
ejection, for the supreme court will recess on October 15. 
So 
many cases have been assigned for argument as to cause a delay 
o f several months in reaching an appeal on the suffrage dispute. 
Eight reasons for an injunction have been set forth by the 
anti-suffragists. 
Rut one is regarded as dangerous by the suf­ 
frage leaders. 
It is the contention that the W est Virginia ratifi­ 
cation, which followed a spectacu'ar fight in which an airplane 
was used to carry a state senator from a western state to Char­ 
leston to-enable him to vote for the amendment, is invalid. 
It is 
maintained the legislature acted illegally in ejecting Senator Mont­ 
gomery from his seat by a majority vote because he no longer 
resided in his district. 
It is set forth that the W est Virginia con­ 
stitution expressly provides for ejection only by two-thirds vote. 
And while the issuance of the injunction would prevent effec­ 
tiveness of the Susan B. Anthony amendment although the thirty- 
sixth state should ratify before November, at least 11,000,000 of 
the 21,000,000 women affected by such a ruling would still have 
the right to vote by reason of the fact that they live in states 
which have given presidenial suffrage to women by state law. 
Ohio women are especially interested in the supreme court 
case, for, although the Buckeye state has enacted the Reynolds 
presidential suffrage measure, a referendum has delayed its effec­ 
tiveness until after November. 
And women in this state will not 
go to the p o lls on presidential election day unless the suffragists 
■ win the court fight in (lie District of Columbia and another state 
ratifies the federal amendment.

Report of Disb ursements from 
1895 to April 30,1920, is 
Made b y National Brother­ 
hood of Operative Potters. 


( B y M. K . Z l m e r m a n ) 
rrom 1S9B up to April 80, 1920, In- 
eluBlve, the National Brotherhood of 
Operativa Potters 
paid strike b ene- 
flU to the amount of $1^,226 23 or an 
average per year during' the last 25 
vears of |4,769 05. 
From May 1, 1919 up to April 
30, 
last, this organization paid striking 
potteiry workers of lx>cal Union No. 
78 at at Johns, Canada, $14,793, and 
since the start of this strike in 1913 
the pottery workers there have b een 
paid b enefits to the amount of $112,- 
979 49 
The official report of strike b ene­ 
fits paid shows that outside of 
the 
b enefit» -going into Canada during the 
last fiscal year only $45 20 was paid 
nut in 
strike b enefits 
additionally, 
^•rjind this to a memb er of Local Union, 
16. May 26, 1919. 
Jn connection 
with the report on 
cost of sfrlkes, it is shown that the 
Brotherhood has a defense fund 
of 
$623,552 SO 
Out of this 
fund there 
has b een invested in b onds and se­ 
curities $619,545.11. 
The b alaiire in the Insurance fund 
is placed at $76.976,98, out of which 
$75,225 37, has hoen invested. In 
the 
tub erculosis fund there is a b alance 
uT $9,297 46. 
From 1910 to the close of the fiscal 


term in 1920 the Brotherhot.d has paid 
$101,325 death b enefits In that term 
there were 720 deaths The greate.st 
numb er 
of deaths otcuring 
in any 
year is 
reported in 1919 
when 153 
claims were paid. 
The next highest 
was in 1918 when 102 claims were dis­ 
counted. Last fiscal year there were 
92 deaths.

from another kind of earth i htained 
near Fez. The secret of the b lue dye 
which was formerly used, and which 
Is seen on old tiles and pottery, has 
b een lost. 
The glaze used is made from lead, 
pewter, copper, and a white sand ob 
tamed from the neighb orhood of .Me 
klnes.

POTTERY STRIKE 
BENEFITS PAID 


Report of Disbursements from 
1895 to April 30,1920, is 
Made by National Brother­ 
hood of Operative Potters. 


(By M. K. Zimerman) 
Prom 1896 up to April SO, 1920. In­ 
clusive, the National Brotherhood of 
Operative Potters 
paid strike bene­ 
fits to the amount of $119,226.23 or an 
average per year during the last 25 
years of $4,769.05. 
From May I, 1919 up to April 
30, 
last, this organization paid striking 
pottery workers of Local Union No. 
78 at St. Johns, Canada, $14,793, and 
since the start Of this strike in 1913 
the pottery workers there have been 
paid benefits to the amount of $112,- 
979 49. 
The official report of strike bene 
fits paid shows that outside of 
the 
benefits -going into Canada during the 
last fiscal year only $45.20 was paid 
out in 
strike benefits 
additionally, 
J 
ad this to a member of Local Union, 
'O. 16. May 26, 1919. 
•* 
Jn connection 
with the report on 
cost of sfrikes, it is Rhown that the 
Brotherhood has a defense fund 
of 
$623,552.80. 
Out of this 
fund there 
has been invested in bonds and se­ 
curities $619,545.11. 
The balanre in the Insurance fund 
is placed at $76,976,98, out of which 
$76,225.37, has tjoen invested. In 
the 
tuberculosis fund there is a balance 
af $9,297.46. 
FVom 1910 to the close of the fiscal 


terra in 1920 the Brotherhood has paid 
$101,325 death benefits. In that term 
there were 720 deaths. The greatest 
number 
of deaths occuring 
in anj 
year is 
reported in 1919 
when 153 
claims were paid. 
The next highest 
was in 1918 when 102 claims were dis­ 
counted. Last fiscal year there were 
92 deaths. The smallest number 
of 
claims paid was in 1911 when but 2v 
were paid. 
These statistics were disclosed at 
the convention by the presentation of 
the report of the Executive Board. The 
fiscal year of the organization closed 
May 30. 


Pottery Manufactured In Morrocco 
The 
principal 
articles of 
pottery 
manufactured in Fez, Morrocco, 
are 
bowls, Jars, tiles, glazed and colored 
goods, such as plates .dishes and also 
small lamps. The usual fuel used 
in 
firing Is "doum" or dwarf palm, but 
olive stones and skins and similar re­ 
fute from the oil presses in the town 
are also used. The colors employed 
to ornam ent the pottery are blue, red. 
yellow and black. The blue dye is Im­ 
ported from the United Kingdom and 
Is known as "beriva.” The green Is 
obtained from an amalgam of copper 
and lead; the yellow from earth that 
is brought from near Fez, and known 
as "safar” (yellow); and the black 
from another kind of earth obtained 
near Fez. The secret of the blue dye 
which was formerly used, and which 
Is seen on old tiles and pottery, has 
been lost. 
The glaze used is made from lead, 
pewter, copper, and a white sand ob 
tamed from the neighborhood of Me 
kines. Lead is obtained from the lead

The potteries of Mekines arc 
not ! 
so ex te n sh e as thus* at Fez, but arc j 
of the same general character. Con j 
siderable quantities of square tiles for i 
floors and walls, oriniinented with de j 
signs copied from 
old Moorish tiles 
are now being manufactured at Me- j 
iknes and exported to France, while 
others, made in plain colors are most- j 
ly sent to Rabat, Marrakesh, and oth* i 
er towns for local use. 
Large plates and dishes and Jars of 
various 
shapes 
and sizes 
are also ! 
made in the Mekines potteries; some ! 
of the c ap* exported to France, 
as 
objects d’art but the greater part are 
at present sold locally.

BENEFITS PAID 


Report of Disbursements from 
1895 to April 30,1920, is 
Made by National Brother­ 
hood of Operative Potters. 


(B y M. K. Zlm erm an) 
From 1896 up to April SO, 1920, in­ 
clusive, the National Brotherhood of 
Operative Potters 
paid strike bene­ 
fits to the amount of $119,226.23 or an 
average per year during the last 25 
years of $4,759.05. 
Prom May I, 1919 up to April 
30, 
last, this organization paid striking 
pottery workers of Local Union No. 
78 at St. Johns, Canada, $14,793, and 
since the start Of this strike in 1913 
the pottery workers there have been 
paid benefits to the amount of $112,- 
979.49. 
The official report of strike bene­ 
fits paid shows that outside of 
the 
benefits going into Canada during the 
last fiscal year only $45.20 was paid 
out in 
strike benefits 
additionally, 
nd this to a member of Local Union, 
o. 16, May 26, 1919. 
Sn connection 
with the report on 
cost of strikes, it is shown that the 
Brotherhood has a defense fund 
of 
$623,552.80. 
Out of this 
fund there 
has been invested in bonds and se­ 
curities $619,545.11. 
The balanre in the Insurance fund 
is placed at $76,976,98, out of which 
$76,225.37, has hoen invested. In 
the 
tuberculosis fund there is a balance 
ut $9,297.46. 
FVom 1910 to the close of the fiscal 


term in 1920 the Brotherhood has paid 
$101,325 death benefits. In that term 
there were 720 deaths. The greatest 
number 
of deaths occuring 
in any 
year Is 
reported in 1919 
when 153 
claims were paid. 
The next highest 
was in 1918 when 102 claims were dis­ 
counted. Last fiscal year there were 
92 deaths. The smallest number 
of 
claims paid was In 1911 when but 2o 
were paid. 
These statistics were disclosed at 
the convention by the presentation of 
the report of the Executive Board. The 
fiscal year of the organization closed 
May 30. 


Pottery M anufactured In Morrocco 
The 
principal 
articles of 
pottery 
manufactured in Fez, Morrocco, 
are 
bowls, jars, tiles, glazed aud colored 
goods, such as plates .dishes and also 
small lamps. The usual fuel used 
in 
firing is “doum" or dwarf palm, but 
olive stones and skins and similar re 
fuse from the oil presses in the town 
are also used. The colors employed 
to ornament the pottery are blue, red. 
yellow and black. The blue dye is im­ 
ported from the United Kingdom and 
is known as “beriya.” The green is 
obtained from an amalgam of copper 
and lead; the yellow from earth that 
is brought from near Fez, and known 
as "safar” (yellow); and the black 
from another kind of earth obtained 
near Fez. The secret of the blue dye 
which was formerly used. and which 
is seen on old tiles arni pottery, has 
been lost. 
The glaze used is made from lead, 
pewter, copper, and a white sand ob 
tained from the neighborhood of Me 
kines.
